The following is the constitution of the society, together with 
an address which was circulated among the female members 
f the congregation. 


Constitution of ** The Auxiliary Female Missionary Society of 
St. Fohn’s Church, in the Northern Liberties.” 

drt. 1. This society shall be denominated “ The Auxiliary 
emale Missionary Society of St. John’s Church, inthe North- 
em Liberties.” 

Art. 2. The officers of the society shall consist of a First and 
Second Directress, Secretary, Treasurer, and Twelve Mana- 
gers; all of whom shall be chosen annually. 

drt, 3, The managers shall meet as often as the business of 
the society requires, and may at any time be called together by 
the secretary, at the request of any three members of the board. 

drt. 4, Every person contributing weekly one cent to the 
tunds of this society, shall thereby become a member. 

Art. 5. Such of the members as are so disposed, shall meet 
unce inevery week, for the purpose of sewing for the benefit of 
the Society, 

4rt.6. At the weekly meetings for work, some one of the 
members present shall read, for the advantage of the rest. 

Art. 7. The meetings of the society, of the managers, and 
the meetings for work, shall be opened with prayer, and closed 
by singing a psalm or hymn. : 

Art. 8. All the funds raised by this society, shall be paid to 
the treasurer of the “ Domestic and Fereign. Missionary So- 
ciety of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States ;” 
to be appropriated in such manner as the Board of Managers 
of this society shall direct. 
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Art. 9. A report of the proceedings of this society shall bc 
made once in every year to the parent society. 

Art. 10, Every member of this society is authorized to re. 
ceive donations* either in money or any other article which 
can be appropriated to the benefit of the society. 

Conclusion.—It is earnestly recommended to every member 
of this society, in her private devotions, to pray for the pros 
perity of missions.

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DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE, 


Mr. Ephraim Bacon, appointed by our Missionary Society. 
as a catechist for the coast of Africa, has recently returned from 
a visit to the south, where he has been engaged in making col. 
lections to prepare for an outfit. The following are extracts 
from his report. 


“ Fune 5th, 1822.—I received of the Right Rev. Bishop 
White, a letter of appointment as catechist on the coast of Afri- 
ca; which authorized me to collect funds for the establishment 
of a mission school on that coast. After having obtained the 
signatures of the Executive Committee, it required several days 
to make the necessary preparations to leave this city. This 
term of time I spent in soliciting contributions ; and among 
other means made use of, a sermon was preached in St. Tho- 
mas’s church, by the Rev. Mr. Bedell, and a collection taken 
up. 

“I left Philadelphia, June 19th, and proceeded to Baltimore, 
where I arrived the next morning. I visited the Right Rev. 
Bishop Kemp, and presented him my credentials. He annexed 
his decided approbation. After which I called on the members 
of the vestry of St. Paul’s church, and other leading members 
of the church, who liberally contributed. After having re- 
mained a few days, I consulted with my friends, who advised 
that Mrs. Bacon should visit Baltimore, and accompany me to 
Virginia, with an expectation of excitiug a more lively interest 
among the ladies, especialls as there would be considerable 
clothing needed for the children received into the mission 
schools. At length I wrote to vour committee on the subject, 
and Mrs. Bacon arrived on the 4th of July; after which we 
visited several members of the church, who expressed a lively 
interest in the subject of our mission, and it was agreed that the 
next day several ladies should accompany Mrs. B. and call on 
the merchants and others, and solicit materials for making 
clothing. They succeeded tolerably well in collecting, and as 
I had previously collected some materials, there was sufficient 
to make between one and two hundred garments.” 

“On the evening of the 12th Julv we arrived at Norfolk. 
We were disappointed in finding that the Rev. Mr. Lowe was 
not in town, and that the church in that place, having recently 
sustained an injury, and having undergone repairs, which ver) 
much embarrassed the congregation, it was therefore thought 
not proper to make a solicitation, but to proceed to Richmond. 

On Tuesday, the 16th July, we left Norfolk for Richmond, 
where we arrived on the morning of the 17th. I reported my- 
self to the Right Rev. Bishop Moore, who kindly received me 
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and readily granted his approbation in writing. I procured the 
pub licggion of my credentials in two of the newspapers, and got 
an additional number of circulars printed.’ 

“ We found many friends to the cause, who manifested their 
incerity by contributing to its support; among whom the ladies 
were not the least efficient ; several of them accompanied Mrs. 
Bacon in soliciting materials for clothing. A meeting soon 
after was held, when the ladies caused the materials to be made 
into garments for clothing heathen children. 

“From Richmond we proceeded to Petersburgh, July 31st, 
where we remained one week. We found many Christian 
friends, who felt a deep interest in the subject of our visit; 
many of them regretted that the scarcity of cash prevented 
their contributing more liberally. 

“We returned from Petersburgh to Richmond on the 7th of 
August, and put the goods which were collected in order for 
transportation, and ordered them to Baltimore on the 8th of 
August. And on the morning of the 9th proceeded to Frede- 
ricksburgh, where we arrived at 5 o’clock, P. M. 

“Aug. 10th. Called on the Rev. Mr. Ms: Guire, to whom I 
had letters. He rendered me very essential aid. I found not 
only the members of the Protestant Episcopal Church, but of 
other denominations friendly : it indeed was gratifying to wit- 
ness the interest that was generally felt on the subject. 

“We proceeded from Fredericksburgh to Alexandria, where 
we arrived on the morning of the 15th of ig I visited Ed- 
mund I, Lee, esq., to whom I had a letter, having previously 
learned that Dr. Wilmer and the Rev. Mr. Norris were out of 
the city. It became necessary that I should get some circulars 
printed, which were addressed to the most respectable citizens. 
Mr. Lee very obligingly accompanied me in calling on the citi- 
zens; as also did one of the Methodist members, who were ge- 
nerally friendly to the object of our visit. After having put 
our goods i in order, and directed them to be sent to Baltimore, 
we proceeded to Washington City on the 22d, and called on the 
Key. Mr. Hawley, with whom I saw the Rev. Mr. Ting. They 
advised, that as many of the most wealthy citizens were absent 
from the city, that they would lay the subject before their con- 
gre gations, ‘a receive whatever they were pleased to contri- 
bute whenever it should be thought practicable. 

“From Washington we proceeded to Baltimore ; from thence 
to Easton, Md. The clergyman in that town was absent. I 
visited several members of the vestry, who rendered me their 
friendly aid. After which I proceeded to Cambridge, where 
also the clergyman was absent, and many of the members of 

© church ; consequently my collections were small. 

“Thursday, 29th August. Proceeded to Annapolis, where 
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Mrs. Bacon had arrived from Baltimore the day before. | Was 
very much gratified to learn that a general interest was mani- 
fested in behalf of our visit, as will be seen by the amount of 
collections in one day only. 

‘Saturday morning proceeded to Baltimore, where we ar- 
rived same day. Lett Baltimore on the evening of the 2d of 
September, and arrived in Philadelphia on the morning of the 
third. ! 

“ We received, generally, encouragement to hope for future 
assistance, after a school should be established among the 
heathen in Africa.” 


Collections were made in Philadelphia, previous to Mr. B.’s 
going to the south. A number of the ladies of this city have 
for some time past been engaged in making garments for the 
benefit of Africa. 


The following is the amount of receipts, viz.

Of the above amount $786 95 was contributed in goods. 
Clothing is expected from several places in addition to the 
above; also money from some Sunday scholars, to support 
heathen children. 

Mr. B. is still engaged in collecting, and is expected soon to 
proceed to the east, for that purpose.

WESTERN VIRGINIA. 
A society exists in the section of Virginia west of the Blue 
Ridge, entitled the Episcopal Society of the Valley, which has 
for its object the dissemination of the gospel A letter has lately 
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peen received from a missionary sent forth by that society, dated 
in the county of Kenhawa. ‘The following extracts show the 
want of missionaries and of missionary funds. 


«In my tour through Hampshire, Hardy, Alleghany, and as 
far as Morgantown, and then through Clarksburgh, Marietta, 
Parkersburgh, Point Pleasant, and as far up as Charleston on 
the Kenhawa, I have found a goodly number attached to our 
church; and there are several places where ministers of our 
communion would be more useful than those of any other, and 
would be very well supported. Not to mention Hardy and 
Hampshire, beside several places in those counties, I would 
mention Morgantown ; next Clarksburgh. Marietta and Par- 
kersburgh together would open a very wide field for a minister. 
In this county, and Cabell county, at least two ministers of our 
church could be very profitably employed. In Cumberland 
(Maryland) there is also an opening. 

“Tt is probable that this will be the place of my destination 
for a year or so.”

Laying the Corner Stone of St. Andrew's Church. 


On Thursday, 5th September, 1822, the corner stone of St. 
Andrew’s Church, in Eighth street, was laid by the Right Rev. 
Bishop White, in the presence of a numerous assemblage of the 
clergy and citizens. 

A service appropriate to the occasion was celebrated by the 
Bishop, after which there were deposited in the cavity of the 
corner stone, a copy of the Holy Bible, of the Book of Common 
Prayer, ot the address, a plan and elevation of the church, 
kc, and a silver plate, on which was engraved the following 
inscription : 

SAINT ANDREW’S CHURCH, 


Built in Eighth street, between Spruce and Locust street. 
This stone was laid on the 5th day of September, A. D. 1822. 
The Rev. Gregory T. Bedell, A. M. Rector. 
William Thackara, Cornelius Stevenson, Trustees, and with John Haviland, 
Building Committee. 
John Haviland, Architect. 
John Clark and Benjamin Robbins, Builders. 
John Toy and John Kempton, Master Masons. 


The corner stone was deposited by the Right Rev. William 
White, D.D. Bishop of the Pennsylvania Diocese, and Senior 
Bishop of the American church. 

_ After these deposits had been made, the Rev. Mr. Allen de- 
livered an address suitable to the occasion, and the ceremony 
closed by the blessing from the Bishop. 
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Society for Promoting the Enlargement and Building of 
Churches and Chapels. 


The anniversary meeting of this society was held on the 20th 
day of May, 1822, at the society’s rooms, in Lincoln’s Inn Fields; 
present, the Archbishop of Canterbury in the chair. 


Report.—During the last year, the aid of the society has 
been applied for in 68 cases, several of which are still under 
consideration. Fifty-four grants have been made, and, by this 
assistance, church room has been provided for 16,891 persons; 
and this increased accommodation furnishes 12,764 free and 
unappropriated sittings, about three-fourths of the whole number. 
The grants made by the society to promote this object, have 
amounted to £13,551. 

Statement of Contributions.—Donations, £60,321 16s. 10d, 
Annual subscriptions £626 10s. 

The committee have especial pleasure in reporting, that during 
the last year the society has received two anonymous donations 
of £500 each.

New Church. 


On Monday, the 15th of July, 1822, the new church erected 
in the village of Jamaica, was consecrated to the service ol 
Almighty God, by the name of Grace Church, by the Right 
Rev. Bishop Hobart. 

The building consecrated is plain but elegant. From the 
chaste and solid appearance of its ornaments, it would, we pre- 
sume, be classed by architects in the Doric order; and there is 
nothing mixed or incongruous in the whole building. The 
chancel, desk, pulpit, and pews, are very conveniently arranged ; 
and the whole edifice is an excellent model for churches of this 
size. We congratulate the Episcopalians of Jamaica, and the 
Episcopal church at large, on this additional evidence of the 
very flourishing state of their religious community.
